Prom  the  1st  April,  1 961 ,  the  V/iltshire  County  Council  has  offered 
immunization  against  tetanus  to  hoth  school  children  and  adults.  This  will 
implement  the  policy  of  the  local  family  doctors  who  have  been  immunizing 
children  against  this  disease  for  some  years ^ 
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SECTION  D 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District  but  all  premises  concerned 
with  food  production  and  the  sale  of  food  have  been  subject  to  regular  inspection* 
Advantage  was  taken  of  the  material  offered  by  the  Minister  of  Health  with  regard 
to  food  hygiene  education,  and  wide  publicity  was  given  throughout  the  town* 
Generally  speaking  retailers  themselves  appreciate  the  benefits  of  hygiene  and 
housewives  are  becoming  more  insistent  on  higher  standards  of  cleanliness* 

Milk. 


The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  October  of  that  year*  These  Regulations  removed  the  control  of  tuberculin 
tested,  pasteurized  and  sterilized  milk  to  the  County  Council.  In  October,  1961, 
the  Countjr  Council  approved  a  scheme  of  delegation  and  such  delegation  was 
accepted  by  the  Urban  Council  in  December*  Reports  of  these  milks  are  sent  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health * 

Authority  with  regard  to  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959> 
remains  with  the  Urban  District  Council,  whose  officers  are  responsible  for  the 
general  provisions  relating  to  buildings  and  water  supplies,  the  provisions 
applicable  to  the  production  of  milk  and  the  treatment,  handling  and  storage  of 
milk,  provisions  with  regard  to  infected  milk  and  the  cleansing  and  storage  of 
vessels,  utensils  and  appliances. 

Bottle  washings  from  one  dairy  were  sent  for  examination  on  eighteen 
occasions,  and  at  all  times  the  bottles  had  been  satisfactorily  cleansed.  It 
has  in  the  past  been  very  difficult  in  Westbury  to  ensure  that  clean  bottles  we re 
being  used*  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  National  Milk 
Publicity  Council  early  in  the  year  appealed  for  the  support  of  looal  authorities, 
their  members  and  officers  in  drawing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  loss  of 
some  £4,000,000  to  £5? 000, 000  annually  in  England  and  Wales  from  the  non-return  of 
bottles  to  the  dairy*  Over  100,000  bottles  have  to  be  replaced  each  week  in  the 
west  country  alone,  at  a  cost  of  4d»  or  5d.  each*  To  this  is  added  the  cost  of 
collecting,  washing  the  bottles  and  the  difficulty  of  ensuring  cleanliness*  The 
more  general  use  of  cartons  which  can  be  destroyed  after  use  would  save  much 
money  to  the  trade  and  expense  to  local  authorities.  The  cartons  themselves 
make  excellent  fire  lighters  and  would  be  welcomed  by  the  public. 

Sampling  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  at  one  dairy  in  January  and 
February  showed  that  milk  was  not  being  properly  pasteurized.  The  County  Council 
did  not  take  legal  action  because  legal  complications  in  the  investigation  caused 
the  standard  time  limit  for  prosecution  to  expire.  The  County  Council  did  promise 
to  consider  prosecution  if  there  were  further  failures* 

Ice  Cream. 

Sixteen  samples  of  ice  cream  from  six  producers  were  examined  during  the  year 
and  all  the  samples  fell  into  provisional  grade  one*  The  ice  cream  factories 
themselves  now  exercise  strict  bacteriological  control  of  their  products.

Yfater  Supplies  and  Sewage 


The  Water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  is  derived  from  two  sources,  one  at 
Wellhead  and  the  other  at  Bratton  Road*  Weekly  samples  have  been  taken  by  the 
Water  Board  at  Wellhead  and  these  were  satisfactory  save  for  the  fo'asff  onoaseions 
enumerated  below;

Thirty-three  samples  of  treated  water  have  been  taken  at  the  reservoir  and 
thirty-three  in  the  township  itself 0  The  only  unsatisfactory  results  were  the 
three  enumerated  below,  taken  at  the  reservoir,  probably  due  to  an  insufficient 
period  of  contact  after  chlorination  to  ensure  sterilization*  In  the  early 
port  of  the  year  one  can  only  assume  that  the  water  was  satisfactory  since 
sampling  of  treated  water  was  only  being  done  at  monthly  intervals*  As  a  result 
of  my  complaint  these  samples  have  now  been  taken  weekly,  but  I  still  wish  that 
samples  should  be  taken  fx-on  many  points  within  the  area  and  not,  for  convenience, 
from  the  same  point  each  week*

For  some  years  the  reservoir  capacity  in  Yfoshbury  has  been  ine.dequate. 

The  Water  Board  propose  to  improve  the  situation  by  laying  an  8"  mama  from  the 
trunk  mains  to  the  Vfollhead  pumping  station,  and  connecting  this  new  main  into 
a  12"  rising  main,  to  Newtown  reservoir®  To  cover  future  requirements  the  storage 
at  Newtown  reservoir  is  to  be  increased  by  300,000  gallons  to  300,000  gallons* 

The  present  200,000  gallon  capacity  is  substantially  less  than  twenty-four  hours* 
supply*  A  public  enquiry  into  the  Northern  Division  Comprehensive  Scheme  of  the

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The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  provided  the  following  report: 
Housing* 

During  the  year  13  private  dwellings  were  completed. 

Tenants  in  all  the  remaining  hutment  dwellings  at  Penleigh  G-rove  with  one 
exception  and  at  Eden  Vale  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

The  Eden  Vale  site  was  cleared  and  8  houses  erected  there. 


Early  in  the  year  a  power  operated  powder  blower  wras  purchased,  primarily 
for  use  on  the  tip  at  Slag  Lane. 


In  April  the  Melksham  Urban  District  Council  ceased  to  share  the  Slag  Lane  Tip 

Later  in  the  year  the  Council  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Warminster 
and  Westbury  Rural  District  Council  for  the  sharing  of  facilities  at  their  tip 
at  Penleigh,  and  the  tenancy  of  the  Slag  Lane  site  was  terminated. 

A  total  of  26  tons  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard  was  collected,  baled  and 
sold  during  the  year  for  £189® 


During  the  year  steps  were  taken  to  acquire  land  adjoining  the  present 
disposal  works  site  to  enable  a  new  disposal  works  to  be  built. 


Early  in  the  year  a  24"  Storm  Water  overflow  sewer  was  constructed  in 
Meadow  Lane  to  carry  storm  water  from  the  overflow  chamber  in  Station  Road,  at 
its  junction  with  Meadow  Lane. 


In  connection  with  the  Rural  District  Council's  scheme  for  sewering 
Dilton  Marsh  agreement  in  principle  was  given  to  the  acceptance  into  the  Westbury 
sev;ers  of  sewage  from  houses  in  the  Penknap  area. 


Siam  Clearance. 

A  Closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  one  property  and  an  undertaking  not 
to  use  the  premises  for  human  habitation  was  accepted  by  the  Council  in  another 
case .
